of the island, as well as those in the 
western portion, would gladly vote 
for a territorial government under 
the greater republic.

The president inquired particular- 


ly as to the extent of the sentiment 
for and against annexation. 


"I am firmly convinced," said Gen- 


eral Wood, "that annexation would 
be carried by four to one in Santiago. 
The people of that province, and I be- 
lieve of the majority of the other 
pi evinces, do not want independence. 
They have realized 
many benefits 


from the temporary government we 
have given them and are anxious to 
secure these benefits permanently."

Cubans into 
Bayamo, province of 


Santiago de Cuba, in anticipation of 
payment for the surrender of their 
nrmg, continues, and the merchants 
of that place have attempted to profit 
beyond reason by this situation. 


They raised prices beyond reason, 


whereupon the mayor argued with 
them, pointing out the injustice of 
their attitude. The merchants, how- 
ever, refused to modify their prices 
and the mayor, therefore, issued an 
order regulating prices and provid- 
ing a heavy fine for violation of the 
ordinance. 


Food is now cheap, and the price of 


liquors is high. There are about 600 
men in and about the city, but there 
have been no disturbances. 
All the 


soldiers who had arms in their pos- 


&cssion have delivered them to the 
mayor and have obtained receipts, so 
as to, enable them to obtain payment 
when paying off begins. 


The newspapers here have received 


dispatches from "Santiago de Cuba 
asking them to thank Governor Gen- 
eral Brooke for his efforts in behalf 
of the Cubans and for his orders to 
pay them as promptly as possible, 
which will prevent a great deal of 
suffering. 


The Spanish consul at Cienfugoes, 


Senor Alvarez Fernandez, has

Rosie Silver, her daughter, six 


years old, burned on head and body. 


Sam Longon, who boarded with the 


Silver family, burned on head and 
body, inhaled flames. 


Those who were severely injured, 


but will probably recover, are: 


Harris Basek, an expressman, se- 


verely burned about the arms, face 
and legs. 


His five chilfen, Becky, aged seven- 


teen, overcome by smoke; Pauline, 
aged fifteen, overcome by 
smoke; 


Hannah, aged fourteen, overcome by 
smoke: Katie, aged three, uncon- 
scious from smoke; Ade, eight days 


old, 
suffering slightly from smoke. 


Harris Silver, tailor, hands and 


arms burned and hair singed. 


Tillie Silver, aged four, overcome 


by smoke. 


The fire started in the apartment 


of Max Press, a coat operator, who 
live with his family and a boarder 
named Jacob Kahlan on the fourth 
floor. All of this household escaped. 


There were sixteen families in the 


house. 


It could not be determined just how 


the fire started. Press admitted that 
he went to bed leaving the lamp 
burning and that he and his boarder 
Kahlan, 
were smoking cigarettes 


and the firemen believe that the men 
musl; have gone to sleep with lighted 
cigarettes in their mouths and tha 
the bedding caught fire. 


Press' hair was singed by the 


Halifax, 
N. S., July 
11.—The 


steamer Portia, which struck on Big 
Fish Shoal, fifteen miles east of Hal- 
ifax, last night, filled and sank dur- 
ing the night. 


The only victim of the wreck was a 


12-year-old Asyrian lad, known by 
the name of Bayha, who was travel- 
ing second-class from New York to 
St. Johns, W, F , where his mother 
lives. 


The others on board the steamer, 


including 70 passengers and a crew 
of 34 officers and men, who were 
landed safely at Sambro Island, were 
cared for there during the night. 


The accident, which happened at 


about 7 o'clock p. m., and which is 
believed to have been dae to a dense 
fog which prevailed at that time,ends 
the career of the Portia, which was 
an iron vessel of 732 tons, fifteen 
years old. The locality in which she 
struck is very dangerous and even be- 
fore she went down it was apparent 
that she was badly damaged. It is 
considered probable, however, that at- 
tempts will be made to reach parts of 
her cargo and the baggage of her pas- 
sengers. 


The accounts of the wreck which 


reached here last evening indicated 
hat the passengers and crew escaped 
rom the ship with comparative ease, 
jut later reports show that the work 
was not accomplished without con- 
siderable difficulty. The steamer had 
mounted the rocks with a shock that 
was felt in every part of her hull and 
all on board knew instantly what 
lad happened. The next moment the 
leavy southwest swell lifted the 
steamer and forced her forward. 


A hurried inspection showed Cap- 


;ain 
Farrell that his ship had been 


broken and was filling, and also that 
she was in danger of being forced 
across the shoal and thrown into 
deep water beyond. He ordered the 
boats to be made ready at once. This 
was done and the passengers, includ- 
ing about 30 women, filled them, 
without confusion, although the dan- 
gerous swell added peril to the pro- 
ceeding.

Washington, July 11.—In the ab-

CRISIS IN GUATEMALA. 


San Francisco, July 11,—Mail ad- 


vices from Guatemala confirm the re- 
ports of an approaching crisis in the 
Central American republic. That the 
dissatisfaction will lead to a revolu- 
tion against the administration of 
President Cabrera seems hardly like- 
ly in view of the fact that there is 
no money in the country to organize 
anything approaching a formidable 
insurrection. Uprisings in the cities

secretary in each of the great tents 
respectively,

sented, and last exhortations from 
Bishop Vincent, 
of Kansas, 
and 


Evangelist Chapman, of New York. 
A number of telegiams and cable- 
grams read in both tents were por- 
tions of correspondence between of- 
ficers of the convention and Commis- 
sioner Andrew D. White, member of 
the peace conference at The Hague; 
President 
McKinley, Lord 
Minto, 


governor general of Canada, jind 
Queen Victoria. 
The first was di- 


rected to the American peace com- 
mission and signed by President 
Clark and Secretary Baer. It read: 


"Twenty-eight thousand Ameiican 


and Canadian Christian Endeavorers 
now assembled in international con- 
vention, Detroit, represent 2,500,000 
enthusiasts for peace and arbitration. 
Great peace meeting held. All wish 
you Godspeed." 


To President McKinley was sent 


this message: 


''Twenty-eight thousand American 


and Canadian Christian Endeavoierb 
assembled in international conven- 
tion leceived with heaity enthusi- 
asm your kind message and pray 
foi God's lichest blessing upon you, 
your administration and the gieat 
republic of which you are the chief 
magistrate." 


The telegram duected to Loid 


Miiito, governor geneial of Canada, 
read as follows: 


"The 
Chiistian 
Endeavorers of 


Canada and America, m inteinational 
convention assembled, representing 
2,500,000 of young people, are draw- 
ing closer the bonds of international 
fellowship and pray for God's best 
blessing 
upon yomself 
and your 


great dominion," 


In reply to this came the following 


message from Major Drummond, pri- 
vate secretary to Loul Minto: 


"His excellency the governor gen- 


eral desires me to express his warm- 
est and most sincere thanks for your 
very kind and cordial message of 
good will to himself and the Domin- 
ion of Canada." 


The cablegram of congratulations 


to Queen Victoria contained the fol- 
lowing: 


"Ten& of thousands of Canadian 


and American Christian Endeavorers 
in international convention assem- 
bled in Detroit rejoice in youi long 
and glorious leign and pray God's 
constant blessing upon you. Thous- 
ands of Endeavorers next July will 
cross the ocean to convention in Lon- 


don. 
With love and reverence in 


their hearts for you." 


The response of the American com- 


missioners to the peace congress was 
signed by Andrew D. White and Sec- 
retary Holls. It read: 


''The American commission to the 


peace conference sends sincere thanks 
for the message and congratulates 
you and all friends of peace for the 
great success achieved, providing for 
a permanent tribunal of arbitration." 


Dr. J. Wilbur Chapman preached 


the concluding sermon in Tent En- 
deavor from the subject of the story 
of the healing of the man with a 
withered hand. The closing address 
in Tent Williston was made by Bish- 
op John' H Vincent of the Methodist 
Episcopal church. 


President Clark's last words to the 


delegates were as follows: 


'•Take this convention home with 


you. 
New responsibilities are yours. 


You have now more to account for be- 
fore the throne of God. Unlessyou En- 
the throne of God. Unless you En- 
deavorers who came to this conven- 
tion aie more faithful, more loyal to

HOME COMPANY FIGHTS CEN- 


TRAL UNION. 


Stockholder Visit Board of Works 


and File a Number of Written 


Objections. 


The 
Home Telephone company 


seems to be in thorough earnest in 
its fight against the granting by the 
city the application of the Central 
Union Telephone company for a con- 
tract which will give the latter com- 
pany the right to place its down town 
wires underground. The Home people 
insist that if the contract is entered 
into it shall provide some compensa- 
tion to the city and be qualified with 
certain restrictions. 


Yesterday afternoon Captain Hett- 


ler, S. M. Foster, C. S. Bash, J. W. 
Sale, L. C. Hunter, A. Mergentneim, 
Max Fisher, Fred Schmueckle, Ed- 
ward Seidel, W. L. Moellering and 
several other stockholders of 
the 


Home company attended the meeting 
of the board of works and offeied ob- 
jections to the new contract submitted 
by the Central Union. The objections 
were filed in writing and nine reasons 
were given why the Central Union 
should not be granted the piivilege 
of placing its wires underground. The 
claim is made in one objection that 
the Central Union has no franchise 
and if the new contract is ratified it 
practically means that the Central 
Union is given privileges without 
compensation for which the Home 
company is compelled to pay. It is 
asserted that there is no restrictions 
on rates in the contract the city now 
has with the Central Union and if the 
wires are placed under ground in ac- 
cordance with the proposed contract 
it means that the Home company will 
be forced out of business or be con- 
solidated with the Central, resulting 
in the end in higher rates for tele- 
phone pr.trons of Fort Wayne. 
The 


Home company, in its protest, furthei 
claims that by entering into compe- 
tition the telephone subscribers of 
the city have been saved not less than 
$30,000 annually, a total since the 
organization of the company of more 
than $100,000. It is asserted that it 
would be unfair to allow the Central 
Union to place a perfect system in the 
down town district and do business 
in the heart of the city at only a 
small part of the cost which would 
devolve on the company if it furnish- 
ed suburban subscribers. 


The statement is made that in 


every city where the Central Union 
has succeeded in driving out competi- 
tion rates have been increased. The 
officers and attorneys of the Bell com- 
pany, it is claimed, testified before a 
congressional investigating commit- 
tee in Washington that the Home 
company was furnishing service at 
rates insufficient to maintain a tele- 
phone system and refused to grant 
such low rates. As a final reason 
why the privileges should not be 
granted the Central Union company, 
the Home company claims that it (the 
Home) has an exclusive franchise to 
use the streets for telephony. Cap- 
tain Hettler stated that when he went 
into the organization it was under- 
stood that the franchise granted was 
an exclusive one to the streets. 


Intimations were made that even 


though the Central Union made a 
proposition to extend its lines to the 
suburbs and offered the same compen- 
sation as the Home company the lat- 
ter company would offer objections 
on the ground that they held the ex- 
clusive franchise. 


The contract will come before the 


council this evening and a pretty 
fight is promised before final action 
is taken.

DIVORCES IN INDIANA.

Indiana is complaining, like other 


states, ot the increase of divorces, and 
u recent investigation, which was re- 
poited in the Times-Herald yester- 
day, 
shows that the inciense is pro- 


moted by fraud and a lax constiuc- 
tion of the law. In one case the plain- 
tiff had no legal residence in the 
state, in another a third person was 
induced to appear as the defendant. 
Fortunately the fraud was discovered 
in both cases, but there is a class of 
lawyeis who make o specialty of such 
flauds upon the couits, and it is prob- 
able that they are often practiced 
with impunity. 


In a thiid case the serviceable 


clunge of ciuelty was brought by the 
plaintiff and allowed, (ilthough the 


vidence went no fuithcr than to 


pio^e that the defendant stayed out 
late nt night and foibade the dismis- 
sal of n seivant. A little push in the 
picstnoe of friendly witnesses would 
have answered just ns well. Ciuelty 
veiy often means collusion and noth- 
ing moie. 


Subteituges of this soil, when en- 


couia^ed by the judges, contribute 
to the ease with which divorces are 
secured,and the greater the ease of the 
piocdcding the more demoralizing 
is the result. The clergymen of In- 
dianapolis note the connection be- 
tween the removal of obstacles to di- 
voico and the growing- number of ap- 
plications. They uigue, as we have 
aigued in these columns, that when 
there is n promise of separation in 
the most frivolous causes there will 
be a tendency to speculate with the 
idea and to seek the courts on small 
provocation. They add also that as 
divoices become common they are 
considered less and less of a disgrace, 
and so are encouraged by custom. 


It may be said that their 
very 


prevalence indicates that they are 
sustained by public sentiment, but it 
is a question if lax laws and their 
lax administration have not been a 
factor in creating a bad public senti- 
ment. Humanity is always the bet- 
ter for restraint and discipline, and 
the salutary restrictions of the old 
li'.w& were a stimulus to light think- 
ing- and light acting in the individ- 
ual, and to the establishment 
of 


higher ideals among the people as a 
whole. The man or woman who in- 
fringed them became an object of sus- 
picion, and entered a small and not 
select class which was regarded with 
aversion or pity. 
The dread of the 


divorce couits was next to the dread 
of the gallows, and that was the pub- 
lic sentiment of the times. 


We believe, however, that other 


causes than the first cause, such as 
actual 
and habitual 
cruelty and 


diuiikcuness, should be a 
sufficient 


ground foi a sepaiation, and that the 
fault is rather in the administration 
of the laws than in the laws them- 
selves. Every divorce case should be 
examined with the closest scrutiny in 
open court, and a divorce should 
never be granted unless the evidence 
supported the allegations. 
If this 


were the lule the number of cases 
would diminish, not increase.
